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and  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis.  A study  of  that  table  will  show 
that  in  Brighton,  so  far,  any  variation  in  the  tuberculosis  rates  is  slight. 
Nevertheless  the  position  is  being  carefully  watched,  for  in  addition  to 
the  results  of  strain,  overcrowding,  longer  hours  of  work,  etc.,  usual  in 
wartime,  we  have  in  this  war  to  contend  with  other  conditions  such  as  the 
“ black-out  ” regulations,  and  these,  if  not  carefully  carried  out,  may  lead 
to  an  interference  with  ventilation  : we  have  found  in  some  houses  the 
“ black-out  " fittings  in  some  rooms  are  not,  or  are  only  partially,  removed 
when  “ black-out  ” ends.  This  is  very  wrong,  for  such  houses  do  not  get 
that  thorough  ventilation  and  admission  of  sunlight  which  is  so  beneficial. 
It  should  always  be  remembered  that  sunlight  is  the  most  deadly  enemy 
of  the  tubercle  bacillus. 

Civil  Defence  (Casualty  Services). 

A summary  of  the  Casualty  Services  has  been  given  in  previous  Reports. 
During,  the  year  much  consideration  and  time  were  given  to  further  training, 
exercises  and  tests  in  the  light  of  experience  gained,  and  I would  record 
here  my  appreciation  of  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  personnel  in  their 
desire  to  equip  themselves  for  their  duties.  The  Services  were  not  in  action 
so  often  as  in  tjie  previous  year,  but  when  called  on  they  rendered  very 
efficient  work.  The  Medical  Officers  of  the  Fixed  First-Aid  Posts  and 
Mobile  First-Aid  Posts  and  the  Incident  Medical  Officers  responded  to 
every  call  made  on  them  and  gave  yeoman  service,  whilst  the  full-time 
medical  staff  of  the  Health  and  Education  Departments  rendered  consistent 
service  at  Control  or  at  incidents. 

Conclusion. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  look  back  on  a year  fraught  with  anxieties 
and  risks,  and  to  find  at  its  end  the  general  state  of  health,  everything 
considered,  so  satisfactory.  It  is  an  encouragement  to  go  forward  and 
meet  such  tests  and  trials  as  may  yet  lie  ahead.  In  carr^dng  out  the  duties 
of  my  'office  I have  received  most  loyal  and  efficient  support  from  all  the 
members  of  the  different  sections  of  the  Department,  and  to  them  I express 
my  appreciation  and  thanks.  I am  also  indebted  to  the  Heads  of  the  other 
Departments  of  the  Corporation  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  always 
freely  given.

Forty-nine  of  the  total  of  105  deaths  occurred  in  hospitals,  of  which 
20  were  in  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  19  in  the  Sanatorium.  In  the  case 
of  18  deaths  the  patients  had  not  been  notified  during  life  ; the  ratio  of  non- 
notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  was  therefore  18 
to  105.  When  a non-notified  case  is  brought  to  notice  a letter  is  sent  to  the 
practitioner  in  attendance  to  ask  for  an  explanation.  In  most  cases  the 
patient  is  thought  to  have  been  notified  earlier,  and  no  further  action  is 
considered  necessary.  In  a few  cases  tuberculosis,  unsuspected  during  life, 
has  been  found  by  post-mortem  examination. 

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations 
of  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Treatment  by  Artificial  Pneumothorax. 

The  aim  of  this  treatment  is  to  rest  the  affected  part  of  the  lung  and, 
in  suitable  cases,  it  has  proved  to  be  of  real  and  lasting  benefit.  It  involves 
repeated  refills  over  a prolonged  period.  621  refills  were  given  at  the 
Clinic  (442  were  given  in  1940),  and  18  at  the  Sanatorium  (these  figures 
refer  only  to  out-patients). 

Of  the  32  out-patients  at  present  attending  for  this  treatment,  13  are  at 
work  and  maintaining  themselves,  9 are  working  as  housewives,  1 other 
is  fit  for  work  but  unemployed,  and  9 are  unfit  for  work.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

MIDWIFERY. 

Domiciliary . — Two  municipal  midwives  are  employed  ; they  attended  142  mid- 
wifery and  16  maternity  cases.  There  were  five  mid  wives  in  private  practice  ; they 
attended  56  midwifery  and  96  maternity  cases.  Six  mid  wives  employed  by  three 
outlying  nursing  associations  attended  96  midwifery  and  38  maternity  cases.  The 
Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  employed  seven  midwives  for  district  work  in  Brighton  ; 
they  attended  368  cases.  In  addition,  32  maternity  cases  were  attended  by  the  Central 
Nursing  Association. 

Medical  help  was  called  in  on  161  occasions,  of  which  39  were  on  account  of  the 
infants’  condition  ; seventeen  other  notifications  were  made  by  midwives.  ;^82/18/0  was 
paid  by  the  Council  to  doctors  called  in  on  45  occasions,  of  which  £25jll6  was  recovered 
from  patients. 

Hospital. — The|;  Municipal  Hospital  employed  eight  midwives  ; the  number  of 
beds  is  45  ; the  cases  numbered  706.  The  Albion  Hill  Homes  employed  three  midwives  ; 
the  cases  numbered  34.  The  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  employed  eleven  midwives  ; 
the  number  of  beds  is  45  ; the  cases  numbered  684.  Under  agreement,  69  abnormal 
Brighton  cases  were  admitted  to  the  last  mentioned,  for  which  the  Council  paid  the 
hospital  9/-  a day  ; the  total  cost  was  ;^643/19/0,  of  which  ;^290/l/8  was  recovered  from 
patients  and  the  Sussex  Provident  Scheme.' 

During  the  year  23  pupils  of  the  Joint  Training  School  for  Mid  wives  obtained  the 
certificate  of  the  Central  Mid  wives’  Board. 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

At  the  M.  and  C.W.  Clinic,  Sussex  Street,  402  ante-natal  cases  made  1,614 
attendances  and  6 post-natal  cases  were  seen.  In  addition,  57  ante-natal  cases  attended 
who  subsequently  were  transferred  to  the  clinics  at  the  hospitals  and  are  included 
below.

CLINICS  FOR  NERVOUS  DISORDERS. 

Drs.  W.  McCartan,  A.  W.  Watt,  and  C.  L.  Kingston  have  kindly  given 
me  information  relating  to  their  respective  clinics. 

The  clinic  at  the  premises  of  the  Guardianship  Society,  3,  Buckingham 
Place,  was  held  weekly  ; the  new  cases  seen  numbered  23  (11  males  and 
12  females),  and  there  were  69  attendances  during  the  year.  One  of  the 
above  cases  was  a child  of  10  years,  with  schizophrenia  of  at  least  two  years 
duration. 

The  clinic  at  the  Brighton  Municipal  Hospital  was  also  held  weekly, 
and  70  new  cases  (35  males  and  35  females)  were  seen  ; there  were  238 
attendances.  Five  new  cases  were  children  under  the  age  of  14  years. 

At  th<e  clinics  held  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Dr.  Watt 
states  that  143  new  patients  (43  of  whom  were  women)  were  seen,  and 
Dr.  Hingston  reports  that  she  saw  121  new  cases.

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  occupiers  of  two  dwelling  houses  were  prosecuted  for  failing  to 
abate  a nuisance  after  notice  had  been  served  under  Section  94  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  cleanse  their  premises.  The  Magistrates  made 
an  order  in  one  case  for  the  premises  to  be  cleansed  within  a week,  and 
in  the  other  case  for  the  premises  to  be  cleansed  within  two  weeks,  during 
which  time  they  were  not  to  be  used  for  human  habitation  without  the 
permission  of  the  court. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

The  Council  are  not  carrying  out  disinfestation  of  houses  and  effects 
by  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  owing  to  its  dangerous  properties.  During  the 
year  16  families  (59  persons)  were  removed  from  Clearance  Areas,  5 of 
these  families  to  Council  houses,  11  families  finding  their  own  alternative 
accommodation.  On  the  day  of  removal  the  bedding  of  these  families  was 
removed  and  subjected  to  steam  disinfection,  and  then  delivered  to  the 
new  address.  Other  effects  were  sprayed  with  insecticide. 

Council  houses  when  vacated  are  examined  by  the  Housing  Manager’s 
staff  and,  if  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin,  the  architraves,  picture-rails, 
skirting-boards,  etc.,  are  removed  and  the  premises  thoroughly  sprayed 
with  insecticide,  while  seats  of  infestation  are  dealt  with  by  the  petrol  blow 
lamps.  Seven  Council  houses  found  seriously  infested  have  been  fumigated 
satisfactorily  by  this  Department. 

The  Department  also  fumigated  84  rooms  in  25  private  houses, 
receiving  £39/18/6  in  fees  from  the  owners.

The  nine  substitutes  mentioned  above  consisted  of  one  sample  of  each 
)f  the  following  : Pulonion,  Essence  of  Onion,  Sussex  Onion  extract, 
Sweetener,  Vit-orange,  “ New-egg  ’’  liquid  egg  substitute.  Egg  substitute, 
igg  powder,  “ C ” vitaminised  Carinol  Lemon.  All  these  substitutes  were 
eturned  as  satisfactory  in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
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One  informal  sample  of  butter,  subrnitted  by  a customer  who  refused 
her  name,  was  found  to  contain  30%  Margarine.  A formal  sample 
purchased  at  the  shop  was  genuine. 

One  sample  of  sausages  was  found  to  contain  very  little  meat,  and 
was  returned*  unsatisfactory.  Further  sample  genuine. 

One  sample  of  Margarine  was  found  to  contain  0*45%  excess  water. 

The  sample  of  galantine  of  Chicken,  Ham,  and  Tongue  was  suspected 
to  be  one  of  several  unfit  for  food,  although  the  tins  were  not  blown. 
Analysis  confirmed  the  suspicion,  and  a number  of  tins  were  condemned. 

Drugs. 

Three  samples  of  Parrish’s  Chemical  Food  were  submitted  to  analyses 
and  found  to  be  genuine. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  samples,  one  sample  of  meat  dyed  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  order  to  prevent 
its  sale  for  human  consumption  was  submitted  to  the  Analyst.*  The  dye 
was  found  not  to  penetrate  into  the  flesh,  and  unless  a sample  contained 
enough  dye  for  visual  recognition  analysis  was  useless,  as  the  dye  had  no 
chemical  reaction  on  the  meat  treated.

The  year  under  review  has  been  remarkable  for  the  low  incidence  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases,  and  no  school,  or  class,  had  to  be  “ closed.”

The  official  tables  for  the  Board  of  Education — much  simplified  this  year — ^ 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

During  the  year  we  became  an  evacuation  area  and  a number  of  children  j 
were  evacuated.  This  entailed  .a  full  medical  inspection  of  those  leaving 
the  Borough,  and  threw  considerable  work  on  the  Department.  To  meet 
this,  the  school  medical  staff  were  assisted  by  other  members  of  the  Council’s  . 
medical  personnel,  and  for  such  assistance  I would  record  my  warm  thanks.  -

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GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


The  normal  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  no  curtailment  of  the  Service  took  place.  The  number 
of  children  medically  inspected,  and  treated,  was  less  than  for  the  previous 
year,  due  to  evacuation  of  a number  of  children. 

Staff. 

Following  the  partial  evacuation  of  school  children,  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Ellen  Howes,  Temporary  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  was  terminated 
on  May  31st,  and  subsequent  re-arrangement  of  duties  enabled  the  work 
of  the  Department  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer.  Mr.  Thoseby,  Assistant  Dentist,  and  Miss  Silver, 
left  for  service  with  the  Forces. 

Accommodation  and  Attendance. 

The  total  school  accommodation  is  17,790  ; average  number  on  the 
registers  was  14,442,  and  average  attendance  12,294.  The  number  of  children 
remaining  evacuated  as  at  December  31st  was  approximately  1,500 ; over 
3,000  had  left  earlier  in  the  year. 

Medical  Inspection. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  at  school  in  the  three  Code  Groups 
and  other  routine  inspections  totalled  4,785  ; the  corresponding  number 
for  previous  year  was  6,434.  The  percentage  of  children  found  to  require 
treatment  was:  Entrants,  14  T ; Intermediate,  10-4;  Leavers,  11 T;  these 
percentages  show  little  variation  from  previous  years.

Operative  treatment,  as  in  the  previous  year,  was  carried  out  at  the 
Municipal  Hospital. 

Orthopaedic  Defects. 

Surgical  treatment,  for  10  school  children,  was  carried  out  at  the  County 
Branch,  Stanmore,  of  the  Royal  National  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  New 
patients  seen  by  the  visiting  Surgeon  numbered  130  (70  school  children, 
44  Infant  Welfare  Department,  and  16  Tuberculosis  Department). 

Skin  Conditions. 

The  total  number  of  children  with  skin  conditions  showed  a welcome 
reduction  of  623  on  the  numbers  from  the  previous  year,  the  fall  in  numbers 
being  most  evident  in  cases  of  impetigo  and  septic  sores.  Scabies,  however, 
showed  an  increase,  the  number  being  333,  compared  with  210  for  1940. 
Whilst  war  conditions  in  general  tend  to  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
scabies,'  and  this  increase  is  common  throughout  the  country,  note  must 
be  taken  of  the  more  intensive  search  which  is  being  carried  out  amongst 
contacts  and  which  brings  more  cases  to  light.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  during  the  last  war  the  peak  number  of  known  scabies  cases  was  435. 

With  the  operation  of  the  Scabies  Order  of  1941,  which  came  into  force 
in  October,  close  co-operation  with  the  Health  Department  has  resulted 
in  preventive  measures  being  taken  against  conditions  likely  to  spread 
the  disease. 


Pediculosis. 

Statistics  for  verminous  conditions  for  the  year  are  not  comparable 
with  figures  for  other  years  owing  to  the  evacuation.  In  June  a Report 
was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  on  the  incidence 
of  head  lice  and  nits  in  school  and  pre-school  children,  and  children  in  the 
Fever  Hospital.

The  steps  which  have  been  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the 
Board  of  Education  to  ensure  that  the  children  shall  not  go  short  of  suitable 
nourishment  appear  to  have  prevented  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the' 
nutritional  state. 


There  is  a tendency  for  standards  to  rise,  which  results  in  the  reporting 
of  minor  degrees  of  defect,  and  although  this  tendency  is  statistically 
embarrassing,  it  is  indicative  of  an  increased  attention  to  nutrition. 

Meals. — Children  who  were  attending  Miss  Fair’s  Southover  Street 
and  Whitehawk  Canteens  were  transferred  respectively  to  the  Civic 
Restaurants  in  Edward  Street  and  Whippingham  Road  on  August  1st. 
The  Whippingham  Road  Restaurant  was  closed  on  November  1st,  after 
which  the  children  attended  Whitehawk  School  Canteen.  * 

Milk  and  meals  were  provided  during  the  Christmas  Holidays. 

EVACUATION. 

Voluntary  evacuation  of  children  occurred  in  March,  and  every  child 
was  medically  inspected  prior  to  departure.  The  number  evacuated  was 
3,097,  but  on  December  31st  the  approximate  number  of  those  still  evacuated 
was  1,500. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

None  of  the  notifiable  diseases  assumed  epidemic  form  during  the  year  : 
no  school,  or  classes,  had  to  be  closed. 

18  cases  of  diphtheria  in  school  children  were  notified  during  the  year  : 
this  compares  with  39  in  1940.  37  children,  contacts  with  diphtheria  in 

their  homes,  were  “ swabbed”  before  return  to  school ; of  these  10,  or  27%, 
gave  positive  results.  Throat  swabs  of  44  discharged  diphtheria  patients 
examined  before  the  date  fixed  for  return  to  school  all  gave,  negative  results. 
88  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  children  of  school  age,  compared  with 
208  in  1940. 

There  were  61  cases  of  measles  and  101  cases  of  whooping  cough. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  special  arrangements  were  made 
to  immunise  as  many  children  as  possible  in  their  respective  schools.  7,363 
school  children  were  immunised.  A further  754  school  children  were 
immunised  at  the  weekly  clinic  held  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
department. 

Speech  Clinic. 

The  total  number  of  cases  in  attendance  is  70,  the  average  weekly 
attendance  being  28.  33  cases  were  discharged  as  cured. 

Following  the  Senior  Medical  Officer’s  letter  to  Head  Teachers,  an 
increased  number  of  cases  has  been  referred  from  the  Infant  Departments. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. 

The  Special  School  for  mentally  defective  children  is  certihed  for  70 
children.  During  the  year  17  boys  and  10  girls  were  admitted  ; 11  boys 
and  8 girls  left  and  were  notified  to  the  Mental  Dehciency  Act  Committee.

The  Tarnerland  Nursery  School  was  visited  during  the  year  for  the 
purpose  of  routine  medical  inspection  and  28  children  were  examined. 

Employment  of  Children. 

162  children,  10  of  whom  were  to  take  part  in  entertainments,  were 
medically  examined  prior  to  their  being  licensed  for  employment. 

Juvenile  Employment. 

Advice  on  suitable  employment  for  certain  children  was  given  in 
connection  with  10  boys  and  16  girls. 


DENTAL  DEFECTS  AND  TREATMENT. 

The  Senior  Dental  Surgeon  reports  as  follows  : 

The  staff  of  four  dental  surgeons  and  four  attendants  was  reduced 
during  the  year  when  one  dental  surgeon  and  one  attendant  left  to  serve 
with  His  Majesty’s  Eorces.  Mr.  Thoseby  went  on  active  service  *on 
February  10th,  and  Miss  Silver  on  June  9th.  Applications  were  invited 
to  fill  the  post  left  vacant  on  Mr.  Thoseby’s  departure,  but  no  suitable 
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candidates  were  at  the  time  available.  Shortly  afterwards,  when  a number 
of  children  left  for  other  areas  and  the  position  appeared  uncertain,  it  was 
decided  that  further  iittempts  to  find  a dental  surgeon  to  fill  the  vacancy 
be  left  in  abeyance.  A study  of  the  number  of  children  covered  by  the 
routine  inspections  indicates  that  further  consideration  of  this  question 
will  be  desirable  if  the  service  is  to  remain  reasonably  efficient  and  adequate 
even  for  a slightly  reduced  school  populaticm. 

The  number  of  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspections  was  5,030 
and  3,908  (77'7%)  of  these  children  were  found  to  require  treatment.  The 
total  number  of  children  treated  during  the  year  was  4,203,  and  8,487 
attendances  were  made  by  these  children  for  treatment. 

The  statistical  table  (Table  V.)  in  which  the  foregoing  figures  are 
included  is  set  out  on  page  11. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  once  again  to  the  members  of  the 
teaching  profession  for  their  valuable  co-operation. 


SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

Routine  medical  inspection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 

There  are  569  pupils  at  the  Boys’  School  and  480  at  the  Girls’  School, 
inclusive  of  Evacuees. 

179  boys  and  142  girls  received  full  medical  inspection  and  re-inspections, 
and  special  cases  amounted  to  110.
